& 4(Veteran’s Exemption options). The Polls will close at 7:30 PM at which time the remaining 
Articles will be voted on.

One Selectman to serve for a term of three (3) years 
A Town Treasurer to serve for a term of one (1) year 
A Town Clerk to serve for a term of one (1) year 
A Tax Collector to serve for a term of one (1) year 
An Overseer of Public Welfare to serve for a term of one (1) year 
A Library Trustee to serve for a term of three (3) years 
A Supervisor of the Checklist to serve for a term of six (6) years 
A Trustee of Trust Funds to serve for a term of three (8) years 
A Town Moderator to serve for a term of two (2) years 


and any such other Town Officers as may be required by law.

ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one thousand 
three hundred and sixty dollars ($1,360.00) for the preparation of a Capital Improvements 
Program(CIP). Note: The CIP will plan for long term expenditures by the Town and provide 
the basis for a growth management ordinance. 


Moved by Harry Levin seconded by Marion Hepburn. 
Explanation given by Laurence Ring, Selectman. 


All in favor of Article 7 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” 
have it so declared by Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one thousand, 
one hundred and seventy nine dollars ($1,179.00) for the Upper Grafton/Lancaster Solid Waste 
Planning District. **Note** This should result in a state permit for the proposed landfill 
in 1991. 


Moved by Jeffrey Henault seconded by Roger Aldrich. 
Explanation was given by Laurence Ring, Selectman. 


All in favor of Article 8 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” 
have it so declared by Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to change the purpose of the existing Police 
Department Equipment reserve fund to the Police Cruiser Capital reserve fund and to designate 
the Selectmen as agents to expend. (2/3 vote required) 


Moved by Harold Aldrich seconded by Marion Hepburn. 


Explanation was given by Donald Straw, Selectman. 


Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr. asked all in favor of Article 9 to signify by saying “Aye”. Town 
Clerk Edith Aldrich reminded the Moderator that a count was necessary. A hand count was 
taken. 75 in favor, none opposed. A vote in favor so declared by Moderator Robert Whitney, 
Jr. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of two 
thousand, five hundred dollars ($2,500.00) to be placed in the Police Cruiser Capital reserve 
fund. 


Moved by Donald Boissonneault seconded by Bertram Dube’. 
Discussion followed. 


All in favor of Article 10 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” 
have it. There was one no vote. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to change the purpose of the existing Highway 
Department capital reserve fund to the Highway Department Heavy Equipment capital reserve 
fund and to designate the Selectmen as agents to expend. (2 vote required) 


Moved by Jeffrey Henault seconded by Bertram Dube’. 


George Foss pointed out that Articles 9 & 11 are not only a name change but they unconnect 
the literature from the meeting and allow the Selectmen power to expend at any time rather 
than bring the expense items to the meeting. This is uncoupling this meeting opportunity 
to vote on a major item of expense in the future. 


All in favor of Article 11 were asked to raise their hand for acount. 70infavor. All opposed 
were asked to raise their hand. 11 opposed. Article 11 passed so declared by Moderator 
Robert Whitney, Jr. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000.00) to be placed in the Highway Department Heavy Equipment 
capital reserve fund. 


Moved by Hans Wend seconded by Bertram Dube’. 


All in favor of Article 12 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” 
have it so delcared by Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of seven 
thousand dollars ($7,000.00) for cemetery maintenance and to authorize the Selectmen to 
withdraw the sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000.00) from the Cemetery Trust Funds to 
offset the above amount. 


Moved by Stanley Rowens seconded by Aubrey Reid. 
Discussion followed. 


All in favor of Article 13 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” 
have it. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of five 
hundred dollars ($500.00) for the repair of cemetery headstones and the iron fence in the 
Sunnyside Cemetery. 


Moved by Marion Hepburn seconded by Marion Sullivan. 
Discussion followed. 


All in favor of Article 14 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” 
have it so declared by Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital reserve fund for the 
purpose of a Fire Department Equipment truck, and to vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of twelve thousand, one hundred dollars ($12,100.00) to be placed in said fund and authorize 
the use/transfer of the December 31, 1989 fund balance for this purpose and to designate 
the Selectmen as agents to expend. (*NOTE* This sum was insurance monies that were 
received last year by the town after the town’s 1962 fire tanker was totaled in an accident). 


Moved by Jeffrey Henault seconded by Donald Boissonneault. 


Katherine Cote’, Selectman reiterated the statement on the note. When the truck was totaled 
last year the Fire Chief came to the Board of Selectmen and discussed the insurance monies 
which had been received and it was the Boards intent at that time that this money should 
be earmarked for the Fire Department for replacement equipment. The Fire Department 
got together and researched their needs and they found a vehicle which suits their 
purposes. This is what this article is requesting. The money has already been received. A 
wash figure. It is money that was in the surplus and this just allows us to turn it over towards 
the purchase. 


Discussion followed. 


All in favor of Article 15 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” 
have it so declared by Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of four 
thousand, five hundred dollars ($4,500.00) which may be received from the Town of Easton 
for Fire protection and from any salvage monies that may be received from the 1962 tanker 
and to use said monies to up-grade the Fire Department Equipment truck. (This money 
is contingent on receiving this from the Town of Easton and sale of salvage material, 
approximately $4,500.00). 


Moved by Harry Levin seconded by Bruce Perlo. 


All those in favor of Article 16 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The 
“Ayes” have it so declared by Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell fire 
department equipment that is no longer needed. 


Moved by Harold Aldrich seconded by John McIlwaine. 
Brief explanation given by Fire Chief Peter Robertson. 


All in favor of Article 17 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” 
have it so declared by Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one 
thousand dollars ($1,000.00) to be placed in the Gale River gravel bar expendable trust fund. 


Moved by Stanley Rowins seconded by Bruce Perlo. 
Selectman Laurence Ring gave an explanation. 
Discussion followed. 


Joseph Cushing, Jr. asked who makes the decision and when is it made that the river needs 
to be cleaned out. One year this was not done. Mr. Cushing thought that an article a number 
of years ago was passed to put $1,000.00 in and used every year. 


Laurence Ring, Selectman said the Road Agent determines when it is to be done. The year 
it was not done was due to problems obtaining a permit from the State. The Selectmen agree 
to go back in the reports to see what the intent was. 


Roger Aldrich. One town meeting cannot bind another. Therefore you cannot accept an 
article that says the Town will raise a thousand each year. The only way is to borrow and 
bond the town and pay off the bond. 


Joseph Cushing, Jr. suggested an article be placed in the warrant each year to raise and 
spend $1,000.00. 


Harold Aldrich, Road Agent said the State is hesitant about issuing dredge permits for the 
river. They don’t want it done every year. They feel that if an area is dredged that the 
river will wash away the banks of other property owners to fill in the area dredged. 
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All in favor of Article 18 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes’ 
have it. 


ARTICLE 19. Tosee if the Town will vote to consolidate the Unemployment Compensation 
expendable trust fund and the Unemployment Benefits expendable trust fund into one 
expendable trust fund. **Note These funds were authorized for the same purpose but set 
up in two accounts by mistake. 


Moved by Deborah McIlwaine seconded by Bruce Perlo. 


All in favor were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No“. The “Ayes” have it so declared 
by Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to designate and proclaim April 22, 1990, 
as Earth Day 1990, and to set aside that day for public activities promoting preservation 
of the global environment and launching the “Decade of the Environment.” (By Petition) 


Moved by John McIlwaine, seconded by Marion Hepburn. 
An explanation was given by John McIlwaine. 


Mr. McIlwaine said there was a box in the hall with a brochure on Earth Day suggesting 
ways to celebrate that day, also a pledge form that can be filled out and sent in to the New 
England Earth Day Project. 


All in favor of Article 20 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” 
have it. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to apply 
for, accept and expend without further action by the Town Meeting money from the State, 
Federal or other governmental unit or private source, which becomes available during the 
fiscal year, as provided in RSA 31:96-b, which limits the expenditures to legal purposes for 
which a town may appropriate money and requires a public hearing prior to the Selectmen 
taking any action. 


Moved by Bruce Perlo seconded by Harry Levin. 


All in favor were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” have it so declared 
by Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr. 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money 
in anticipation of taxes. 


Moved by Harold Aldrich seconded by George Foss. 


All in favor of Article 22 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” 
have it so declared by Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr. 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will vote to direct a discount of one percent (1%) 
to be made to those persons or corporations who shall pay taxes within a period of three 
weeks from the date of the tax bill. A discount is authorized as provided in this Article 
by RSA 80:52. 


Moved by Stanley Rowins seconded by Helen Rowins. 
Discussion followed. 


A hand count showed 62 in favor and 13 opposed. Article 23 declared passed by Moderator 
Robert Whitney, Jr. 


ARTICLE 24. To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting. 


Moved by Jane Vincent seconded by Eleanor Lynn, Philip Strusacker as a Trustee of the 
Carolina Crapo Trust Fund. This is a term of six years. All in favor were asked to signify 
by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” have it so declared by Moderator Robert Whitney, 
n fre 


Katherine Cote’ informed the voters that Public Service has placed a low sodium test light 
in town. The Board of Selectmen would like some feedback to the voters reaction to that 
light. These lights would save the town a lot of money if we changed over. 


Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr. asked how many knew where this light is 
located. Approximately four voters raised their hands. 


The light has been in use for a month. 


Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr. said we had a Street Light Committe that worked very hard 
some years ago, and asked Frank Hubley of that committee to comment. Mr. Hubley said 
they had recommended that 60 low sodium lights be put in with a payoff in 13 months. The 
bill would have gone down a full thousand dollars. 


Katherine Cote’ said we cannot do anything under this article but perhaps we can next year. 
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Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr. said a vote is not binding but he would like a show of hands 
on how many are in favor of changing the bulbs. The majority present were in favor. 


A report of Grassroots Cable progress was called for. 
Selectmen Laurence Ring responded. 
On page 47 there is a paragraph under the Selectmen’s Point of View. 


Katherine Cote’ was given a hand for the three years she served as a member of the Board 
of Selectmen. 


The oath of office was given to all elected officials present as there were no contested positions.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sugar Hill, in the County of Grafton, and the State of 
New Hampshire, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified that the Annual Town Meeting of the Town of Sugar Hill, New 
Hampshire, will be held at the Meetinghouse on Tuesday, March 12, 1991, at 7:30 p.m. to 
act on the following subjects: 


Polls will be open at 11 a.m. for voting by ballot on Article 1 (the election of Town Officers), 
Articles 2 through 7 (Zoning Amendments), and Article 8 (Legally blind Exemptions). Polls 
will close at 7:30 p.m. unless the Town votes to keep the polls open to a later hour. All other 
Articles will be presented, discussed and acted upon beginning at 7:30 p.m. 


ARTICLE 1. To vote by nonpartisan ballot for the following Town Officers: 


One Selectman to serve for a term of three (3) years; a Town Treasurer to serve for 
a term of one (1) year; A Town Clerk to serve for a term of one (1) year; a Tax Collector 
to serve for a term of one (1) year; An Overseer of Public Welfare to serve for a term 
of one (1) year; A Library Trustee to serve for a term of three (3) years; a Supervisor 
of the Checklist to fill a vacancy until 1996; a Supervisor of the Checklist to fill a vacancy 
until 1992; a Trustee of Trust funds to serve for a term of three (3) years; a Town 
Auditor to serve for a term of one (1) year, and such other Town officers as may be 
required by law. 


ARTICLE 2. (To vote by Official Ballot) 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the existing Sugar Hill Zoning Ordinance as proposed 
by the Planning Board in Amendment #1 which would allow for the appointment or election 
of the Board of Adjustment. The official copy of the Amendment is on file and available to 
the public at the Office of the Town Clerk and will be on display on the day of the meeting. 
The following question is on the Official Ballot: 


“Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #1 as proposed by the Planning 
Board for the Sugar Hill Zoning Ordinance as follows. The purpose of this amendment 
is to allow for either the election or the appointment of the Board of Adjustment. The 
Present Ordinance allows only for appointment.” 


ARTICLE 3. (To vote by Official Ballot) 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the existing Sugar Hill Zoning Ordinance as proposed 
by the Planning Board in Amendment #2 which would allow a new section on septic systems. 
The official copy of the Amendment is on file and available to the public at the Office of 
the Town Clerk and will be on display on the day of the meeting. The following question 
is on the Official Ballot: 


“Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #2 as proposed by the Planning 
Board for the Sugar Hill Zoning Ordinance as follows. The purpose of this amendment 
is to insert into the Town’s Zoning Ordinance a new Section 418 concerning septic system 
requirements where the number of bedrooms have been increased in an existing dwelling 
unit or a change from seasonal occupancy to full time occupancy or the structure is 
expanded, increasing the load on the existing septic system.” 


ARTICLE 4. (To vote by Official Ballot) 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the existing Sugar Hill Zoning Ordinance as proposed 
by the Planning Board in Amendment #3 which would change requirements for a private 
right-of-way to reach a back lot. The official copy of the Amendment is on file and available 
to the public at the Office of the Town Clerk and will be on display on the day of the meeting. 
The following question is on the Official Ballot: 


“Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #3 as proposed by the Planning 
Board for the Sugar Hill Zoning Ordinance as follows. The purpose of this Amendment 
is to waive the Town road standards when a private road is used to serve a single back 
lot.” 


ARTICLE 5. (To vote by Official Ballot) 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the existing Sugar Hill Zoning Ordinance as proposed 
by the Planning Board in Amendment #4 which would place limitations on the size of a Light 
Commercial use. The official copy of the Amendment is on file and available to the public 
at the Office of the Town Clerk and will be on display on the day of the Meeting. The following 
question is on the Official Ballot: 


“Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #4 as proposed by the Planning 
Board for the Sugar Hill Zoning Ordinance as follows. The purpose of this Amendment 
is to limit the area of the buildings used in a Light Commercial use to two times the 
floor area of the residence on the lot. In no instance shall the building (or buildings) 
involved in the Light Commercial use exceed the maximum combined area of 4,000 
square feet or five percent (5%) of the area of the lot, whichever is smaller.” 


ARTICLE 6. (To vote by Official Ballot) 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the existing Sugar Hill Zoning Ordinance as proposed 
by the Planning Board in Amendment #5 which would prohibit the bulk storage of hazardous 
materials for a Light Commercial use. The official copy of the Amendment is on file and 
available to the public at the Office of the Town Clerk and will be on display on the day 
of the meeting. The following question is on the Official Ballot: 


“Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #5 as proposed by The Planning 
Board for the Sugar Hill Zoning Ordinance as follows. The purpose of this Amendment 
is to add an additional standard for Light Commercial use prohibiting the bulk storage 
of hazardous materials as designated by the United States Department of Transportation.” 


ARTICLE 7. (To vote by Official Ballot) 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the existing Sugar Hill Zoning Ordinance as proposed 
by the Planning Board in Amendment #6 which would add a new Shorefront overlay district. 
The official copy of the Amendment is on file and available to the public at the Office of 
the Town Clerk and will be on display on the day of the meeting. The following question 
is on the Official Ballot: 


“Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #6 as proposed by the Planning 
Board for the Sugar Hill Zoning Ordinance as follows. The purpose of this Amendment 
is to add a new Shorefront overlay district which would restrict the use of land to a 
depth of 150 feet from the normal high water level on all lakes and ponds over ten 
(10) acres and the Gale River, and other restrictions including minimum shore frontage 
of 200 feet.” 


ARTICLE 8. (To vote by Official Ballot) 
To see if the Town will vote to adopt the exemption of $15,000 of assessed property value 
for a legally blind property owner as provided by RSA 72:37 by voting on the following question: 


“Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:37 for the exemption for the blind from 
property tax. This statute provides that every inhabitant who is legally blind shall be 
exempt each year from the property tax on a residence to the value of $15,000.”

five hundred dollars ($2,500.00) for the completion of the revised Town Plan. 


ARTICLE 11. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of eight thousand 
dollars ($8,000.00) to be expended for a road sweeper. 


ARTICLE 12. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of four thousand 
dollars ($4,000.00) for partial painting of the exterior of the Meetinghouse. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to establish the Meetinghouse Capital Reserve 
Fund under the provisions of RSA 35:3 for the purpose of providing funds for major 
improvements.

The Trustees of the Street 
Light Trust shall be the Trustees of Trust Funds. 


ARTICLE 19. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one hundred 
and ninety-five dollars ($195.00) for the purpose of supporting the Center for New Beginnings 
(CNB), a not-for-profit social service agency which provides clinical treatment and counseling 
to victims of sexual, verbal and physical abuse and to perpetrators of abuse who reside in 
this town but who are unable to pay in part or in whole for the services received. (By Petition) 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to apply 
for, accept and expend without further action by the Town Meeting money from the state, 
federal or other governmental units or a private source, which becomes available during the 
fiscal year, as provided in RSA 31:95-b which limits the expenditures to legal purposes for 
which a town may appropriate money and requires a public hearing prior to the Selectmen 
taking any action. 


ARTICLE 21. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell property acquired 
by the Town Tax Collector’s Deed either by public auction or by advertised sealed bids as 
provided in RSA 80:42. 


ARTICLE 22. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to authorize the prepayment of taxes and authorize 
the Tax Collector to accept payments in prepayment of taxes as provided in RSA 80:52-a. 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money 
in anticipation of taxes. 


ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will vote to direct a discount of one percent (1%) to be 
made to those persons or corporations who shall pay taxes within a period of three weeks 
from the date of the tax bill. A discount is authorized as provided in the Article by RSA 
80:52. 


ARTICLE 25. To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


During calendar year 1990, the State of New Hampshire experienced an average number 
of wildfires. The three leading causes of these wildfires were fires kindled without a fire 
permit from the Forest Fire Warden, permit fires that escaped control and rekindled fires. 
All of these fires are preventable, but ONLY with your help. 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. New Hampshire 
State Law (RSA 224:27 II) requires that, “No person, firm or corporation shall kindle or cause 
to be kindled any fire or burn or cause to be burned any material in the open, except when 
the ground is covered with snow, without first obtaining a written fire permit from the Forest 
Fire Warden of the town where the burning is to be done.” 


Violations of RSA 224:27 II and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire 
are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $1,000 and/or a year in jail and you are also 
liable for paying all fire suppression costs. 


The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands assisted many towns in wildland 
fire suppression during 1990, including a 262 acre fire in Moultonboro and several fires in 
Hooksett. 


In 1990, the New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands trained 844 local Wardens and 
Deputy Wardens in the Incident Command System (ICS), an incident management system 
for all types of emergencies. In 1991, Wardens will be trained in the use of Class A foam 
in wildfire suppression.

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FROM THE SELECTMEN’S POINT OF VIEW 


With a recession currently well under way, we are all looking more anxiously at where 
our dollars are going and how they are spent. In 1990, there was at least a little good news 
regarding our local property tax rate which dropped by slightly more than 3%. This decrease 
was due to sizeable drops in the county and town rates and would have been much larger 
had it not been for an increase in the tax rate for the school districts. The rates for 1989 
and 1990 are shown below:

We remind you that only the town portion of the tax rate is impacted by your votes at 
the annual Town Meeting. The county and school portions are set elsewhere and the Selectmen 
have no control over these expenditures. With this in mind, we would like to review a few 
of the steps which we have taken to help control the local budget. 


Capital Improvements Program - At Town Meeting last March, the voters approved funding 
for a Capital Improvements Program (CIP). The CIP is an attempt to identify capital costs 
which are anticipated over the next five to six years and include such items as new vehicles 
and equipment as well as improvements and repairs to town buildings. Once these costs are 
known, it will be possible to plan for the purchases and minimize the impact of large purchases 
on the budget. The Selectmen and the Planning Board have contracted with the North Country 
Council for assistance in preparing the CIP and it should be presented to the voters sometime 
in the spring. 


Police Department - In the fall of 1990, full time officer Mark Taylor left the department 
for a position in Lisbon. Rather than immediately replace this officer, the Selectmen authorized 
the Police Chief to utilize part-time special officers. As a result, you the voters will once 
again be able to discuss and determine what level of police coverage is desirable and affordable 
without potential lay-offs, etc. clouding the issue. 


Town Fee Schedule - In order to reduce overall expenses in the town, the Selectmen in 
1990 implemented a fee schedule for services. With this schedule in place, the taxpayers will 
no longer pay the administrative costs of issuing building permits, reviewing and approving 
subdivisions, site plans, variances and special exceptions. Now these costs will be paid, at 
least in part, by those receiving the service. 


Maintaining And Reducing Individual Budgets - Every effort is being made to reduce the 
budgets of individual departments without jeopardizing services. In addition, capital purchases 
for the current year are being kept at a minimum. As part of the long term planning involved 
in the CIP outlined above, however, we are asking that some funds be set aside for future 
use. 
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In addition to working with the various department heads in the town, the Selectmen also 
are charged with other duties and responsibilities including serving as Zoning Officer. In 
this capacity, we are required to issue building permits, certificates of occupancy, and zoning 
permits. To do this, we must use the Zoning Ordinance for the Town of Sugar Hill as our 
only guide. Our personal opinions over what uses should or should not be allowed can have 
nothing to do with our decisions. The zoning ordinance states that only those uses of land 
specifically or “by necessarily implication” allowed by the ordinance may be allowed in the 
town and that is what we have done. We feel very strongly that this is the only way that 
the ordinance can be fairly enforced. 


What we have seen over the last several years in general and the last year in particular 
is a tendancy to try to make some uses “fit” the ordinance by calling them something else. 
If this trend is allowed to continue, the zoning ordinance will eventually become worthless. 
If that is the wish of the majority of the voters, then why not just vote to do away with zoning? 
The voters have approved the ordinance and the voters may change or repeal the ordinance. 
In the meantime, the Selectmen are obligated to enforce the ordinance as written and that 
is our intention. 


This trend toward ignoring or redefining the meaning of agreements and ordinances has 
manifested itself in other areas as well over the past year. The Selectmen are ultimately the 
ones who must enforce the original intent of such agreements and ordinances as we see them. 
We do this with the best interests of the town as a whole in mind. This doesn’t always make 
us popular but at least we can sleep at night knowing that we have made our best attempt 
to treat everyone fairly. 


Finally, in addition to the Police Department issue discussed above, we see several other 
problems which will have to be addressed this year. These include needed repairs at the meeting 
house as well as the need to replace the aging street lights in town. We will definitely be 
looking for your guidance on these issues.

When finished this truck will 
be used to carry special equipment to the fire scene and provide a place for firefighters to 
get out of the elements. 


To all those who have expressed a concern over the “missing” sign in front of the fire station; 
efforts are underway to have a sign in place in the near future.

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PLANNING BOARD 


The Sugar Hill Planning Board is fortunate to have the services of a dedicated membership 
and a new and very capable secretary. 


The Master Plan and the Capital Improvement Program are nearing completion. Changes 
and updating with regards to the Zoning Ordinances have had hearings and will be voted 
on at the 1991 Town Meeting. Such revisions are an evolutionary and necessary procedure 
linked to changes in the town and as mandated by the State Legislature. Our aim is to keep 
the town a viable and pleasant place in which to work and live. 


The town’s Subdivision and Site Plan Review procedures have been monitored. A meeting 
with the town’s attorney, members of the Board of Selectmen, Board of Adjustment, and the 
Planning Board present proved very helpful and constructive. Communication between all 
town officals is necessary and helpful. 


There is a growing concern in many towns, and in ours, that increasing legal costs, which 
are for the most part borne by the Taxpayers, are becoming burdensome. More emphasis 
on arbitration and open negotiation, further study of our regulations and ordinances, 
clarification and an on-going attempt to make them more easily interpreted and a study of 
the best manner of enforcement could prevent costly litigation. 


The Planning Board would like to express its regret at the resignation of Richard Peabody, 
a very valued and committed member. Dick set an example of good volunteerism and dedication 
that should be an inspiration to all of us. We will miss him. 


In addressing growth in our town may I share with you an observation by a noted observer 
of rural life and communities; appropriate size is “simply a size that would not be destructive 
of the appearance, the health and the quiet of the countryside.” (our countryside). 


The Planning Board now meets on the first Tuesday of each month except for holidays, 
in which case it convenes on the next Tuesday of that month. All Sugar Hill residents are 
welcome to attend and to offer constructive suggestions as to how we can help to maintain 
an economically healthy and environmentally sound community in which we live.

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GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 
To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


FY 1990 has been a year of change for Grafton County. The retirement of longtime County 
Administrator William Siegmund prompted the Commissioners to reorganize the overall 
administrative structure of the County. Top administrative positions now include the Executive 
Director, Nursing Home Administrator, Superintendent of Corrections, Farm Manager, and 
Superintendent of Maintenance. The reorganization has improved the efficiency and 
effectiveness of County operations without increasing costs. 


The Sheriffs Department has also undergone a transition under the leadership of Sheriff 
Charles Barry. The Dispatch Center has been upgraded, courthouse security has been improved, 
and an expanded training program has been offered to help county and municipal law 
enforcement meet State requirements. The Department’s work load has continued to grow, 
reflecting the increase in Superior Court cases. 


As a first set in addressing space problems at the Grafton County Courthouse, the County 
legislative Delegation appropriated $250,000 of surplus to construct administrative offices 
between the courthouse and nursing home. The Commissioners’ Office moved into the new 
administrative building in early January, freeing additional space for the County Attorney’s 
Office and the State Probation and Parole Office. Construction cost considerably less than 
that projected for an addition to the courthouse. 


Fiscally Grafton County continues to be very sound. Working together, the Commissioners 
and Legislative Delegation limited budget increases to 4.4%, from $11.2 million in FY 1990 
to $11.7 million for FY 1991. We are especially pleased that the county tax actually decreased 
5% from $6.3 million in FY 1990 to just $6.0 million in FY 1991. A budget surplus from 
the previous fiscal year plus increases in nursing home revenues and Sheriff's Department 
fees contributed to the tax decrease. 


Nevertheless, property taxes continue to fund approximately half of the County budget, 
with the rest coming from a combination of State and federal monies and user fees. The 
Commissioners, through the New Hampshire Association of Counties, continue to monitor State 
legislative proposals that would increase county costs, thereby increasing local property taxes. 
During the 1990 legislative session we were effective in averting attempts to increase the 
County share of medicaid costs and eliminate the Medically Needy Program, which would 
have forced counties to absorb nursing home costs for medically needy residents or ask towns 
to provide general assistance. 


During FY 1990 Grafton County also distributed a total of $78,836 in State Incentive Funds 
to programs that prevent out-of-home placements of troubled children and youth. Included 
were drug and alcohol abuse prevention programs, parenting skills workshops, parent aides, 
child care training and referrals, services to pregnant teens, and court diversion for first- 
time youthful offenders. The Commissioners also expanded the County-funded Youth and 
Family Mediation Program to provide services countywide, adding the Plymouth center to 
those in Lebanon and Littleton. These efforts help limit county expenditures for court-ordered 
services to children and youth ($611,462 in FY 1990). 
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The Grafton County Board of Commissioners hold regular weekly meetings on Thursdays 
at 9:30 a.m. at the Grafton County Commissioners Office Building. Every fourth Thursday 
afternoon the Commissioners also meet at the Nursing Home, House of Corrections and Farm, 
followed by a tour of each facility. All meetings are open to the public, and we encourage 
public and press attendance.

In closing, we wish to express our appreciation to all staff members, elected officials, other 
agency personnel and the public for their efforts in serving the citizens of Grafton County.

Annual Report 


North Country Council is the non-profit regional planning commission serving 51 towns 
in northern New Hampshire. The Council’s primary mission is to meet the planning and 
development needs of its member towns. Specific assistance presently available from the North 
Country Council includes municipal planning, economic development, community development, 
solid waste, transportation, water management, GIS mapping and resource management. When 
requested, the Council provides professional guidance and assistance to Boards of Selectmen, 
Planning Boards, Zoning Boards of Adjustment, Conservation Commissions and Solid Waste 
Districts in member communities. 


Assistance provided to the Town of Sugar Hill in 1990 included: 
* Drafting a Capital Improvements Program for the community; 
* Advising the Planning Board on updating the master plan; 


* Working with the Upper Grafton Lancaster Area Solid Waste District to permit the 
proposed Mount Eustis Landfill; 


* Initiating a proposal to conduct a 1991 Regional Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection. 


In 1990, the Council also provided a variety of services on a regional level. For example, 
workshops were held informing local officials of excavation site requirements, innovative zoning, 
shoreline protection, rivers management and cultural resources. The Council worked closely 
with economic development committees throughout the region. The Council’s very active 
Transportation Committee focused on local and regional highway, air and rail issues. NCC’s 
Solid Waste Coordinator continued to advocate regional solid waste management while working 
with five area solid waste districts. 


In the ensuing year North Country Council’s work program emphasizes community and 
economic development at the subregional and local level, while continuing the existing focus 
in solid waste and transportation. Under the leadership of our newly-hired Executive Director, 
Preston S. Gilbert, NCC is fully committed to providing timely service to its member towns. 
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UPPER GRAFTON LANCASTER AREA SOLID WASTE DISTRICT 
1990 Town Report 


The Upper Grafton Lancaster Area Solid Waste District (UGLA) was very busy and 
productive during 1990 and the District continued to receive administrative assistance from 
North Country Council. The District’s primary objective during 1990 was to develop the permits 
and design for the proposed Mount Eustis Landfill. UGLA’s consultant completed and submitted 
most of the permits required for approval of the Mount Eustis Landfill. The NH Department 
of Environmental Services should have an indication of the completeness of the information 
submitted prior to Town Meeting. In addition, the consultant completed the facility design. 


The District committee evaluated options for financing the landfill construction. After careful 
consideration, the committee determined that creation of a separate municipal corporation 
with bonding authority was deemed to be premature at this time. One option discussed was 
for the Town of Littleton to bond for construction of the landfill and contract for its use with 
the other District communities. 


During 1990 the District monitored legislative and regulatory developments in Concord. 
The District submitted testimony and organized legislative support on the NH Department 
of Environmental Services proposed solid waste rule amendments. The outcome of that activity 
has not yet been finalized, but thus far it appears that the District’s efforts were successful.
